It will 
be an American canal, controlled by the 
United States, and_the passage through 
the canal by the ships of other nations 
is under rules made by ourselves. More 
than thet, we have the absolute right 
to discriminate in our own favor when- 
ever we choose. We may pass our 
coastwise vessels through free, while 
taxing the ships of other nations. 

“My authority for this I find in the 
treaty itself. Article 3 provides that 
the canal ‘shall be free and open to 
all nations observing the rules we 
tiake, and that there ‘shall be no dis- 
crimination against any such nation.’ 
That means the rules apply to all other 
nations excepting the United States, or 
I cannot understand the English lan- 
guage. If it includes the United States 
in the term ‘any such netion,’ it implies 
that we, whoi make the rules, may dis- 
criminate against ourselves, which is 
absurd. Therefore 1 firmly believe we 
are free under this treaty to pass our 
own coastwise vessels through the 
can&l under such specie! errangement 
asa we see fit. Coasting vessels are our 
own, 
It is no other nation’s business what 
for they pay to the 
United Sta 

“I find oepit for this belief by 
comparing the old treaty with the new. 
In the old treaty the wording was, re- 
ferring to the rules prohibiting dis- 
crimination, ‘against any nation.” In 
the new treaty the wording is ‘against 


such nation,’ meaning other na- 


tions which obey the rules we lay down 
regarding the canal. 

“T am in favor of immediately de- 
fining our understanding of the treaty 
in this sense, and preventing in canal 
legisiation or in treaties with Nica- 
ragua or Costa Rica any construction 
which obliges the United States to obey 
the rules of our own making.”

Three to Five Million 
Dollars Damage. 
Fifty Thousand Men Out of 
Work in Pennsylvania. 


Great Number of People Lose

HILADELPHIA, Dec. 17.—Rail- 
road service in this State, which 
was so badly crippled by the floods 
of Saturday night and Sunday, is grad- 
ually recovering its normal condition, 
and by this. afternoon or tomorrow 
morning trains will be running prac- 
tically on time. Thousands of laborers 
are at work repairing the damage to

Burckhardt was ill with 
fever, and the attack was a surprise. 
About eighteen pirates swarmed ove? 
the rail of the houseboat. The Chi- 
nese crew took to the water. Burck- 
hardt was shot three times, but killed 
two pirates with his pistol, and his 
companions, who were unhurt, shot 
six others. Then the pirates retreated, 
but threw stinkpots, one of which badly 
burned Burckhardt. Another, which 
would have sunk the houseboat, was 
tossed overboad by him, and exploded, 
tearing away part of the deckhouse. 

Burckhardt’s wounds were serious, 
especially one in the shoulder and an- 
other in the foot. He lay twé months 
in a Canton hospital, then started 
home, but had a relapse in Yokohama. 

The Chinese government paid Burck- 
hardt $10,000 and the same amount to 
one of his companions, Spalinger, who 
was shot through the arm... It also 
gave a pension to the widow of a (Chi- 
nese boatman who was killed.
